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Look Up in the Sky! 


Where They Tested Fighter Jets in Riverhead, They Will Now Test Drones 


BY DAN RATTINER 


oday, here in America, the only time you are 

likely to see fighter jets come thundering 
low overhead is at the Super Bowl right after 
they play “The Star Spangled Banner.” It’s a 
breathtaking thing, having that happen, and 
afterwards it always results in a great roar 
of delight from the hundred thousand or so 
people in the stands. 

] mention this because when I| was a teenager 
here in the Hamptons, back in the 1950s, this 
experience took place with some frequency. 
You'd hear this sound far off, stop whatever 
you were doing and look up. In the next few 
moments, a flash of silver fighter jet would 
scream by, the dust would rise from the street 
and sidewalks, and the aircraft would be off and 
gone. I suppose today there is a law against that 
sort of thing. Back then, there was not, and it 
was an unexpected thrill that occurred every 
few days. 

The reason we had that back in the 1950s was 


because the skies were filled with Grumman 
fighter jets undergoing testing from a huge top- 
secret facility in Calverton, just to the east of 
Riverhead. The whole place, about 6,000 acres— 
half the size of Montauk—was surrounded with 
chain-link fence and barbed wire, and to get 
through you had to pass a manned entry gate. 
A sign over it read NAVAL WEAPONS STATION, 
and another sign read GRUMMAN. Although 
what was going on was supposed to be secret, 
the planes landing and taking off—some with 
guided missiles under their wings—was a sort 
of giveaway. They’d fly over the twin forks then 
out over the ocean, then back to the mainland 
and up toward Riverhead. It only took a 
few minutes. 

In any case, we were a rural area then, and we 
were supposed to just mind our own business 
and take what they gave us. As for me, | quickly 
learned by reading reports in newspapers to 
identify exactly what was flying overhead. The 
aircraft with the sweptback wings doing loops 
or barrel rolls was the subsonic Grumman

FOF Cougar, which soon thereafter served on 
American Navy aircraft carriers around the 
world. They built more than a thousand of 
them. All went through tests here. 

Later, when I was in my 20s, the successor to 
the Cougar went into testing here. These were 
F-14 Tomcats (the planes that Tom Cruise made 
famous in the movie Top Gun), twin-tailed fire- 
breathing defenders of America, roaring along 
overhead at nearly twice the speed of sound as 
they went through their paces. They were the 
best fighter jets in the world, bar none, for the 
next 15 years. 

At one point, the Grumman facilities on Long 
Island totaled 6 million square feet in buildings 
at four separate locations, one of which was 
Calverton. But after about 1970, all the noise 
stopped. Grumman was testing elsewhere. 
Peace and quiet descended on this place. 
Twenty years later, Grumman, after losing its 
Navy jet fighter contract to others, merged with 
Northrop and moved entirely off Long Island. 
This was about 1994. Up (Cont'd on next page)

in Calverton, the chain-link came down. The 
Town bought the land for $1, I recall. The 
buildings were abandoned but left standing. 
There were also the runways, not one but two. 
And Grumman also sold its merry-go-round, the 
one that had been in use at employee picnics 
on the property. It also went for $1, and is today 
the centerpiece of downtown Greenport. 

Riverhead, now with this incredible facility, 
commenced to try to develop it as an industrial 
park, without much success. 

But then, in 2008, a company that did mostly 
residential work in Scotland and had ties to 
another that had reportedly worked on projects 
with Donald Trump, agreed to buy 755 acres of 
the Grumman property for $163 million (this 
was later changed to $108 million). The plan 
was to build something on that site about the 
size of Disney World. 

There would be a “Main Street” and a series 
of theme parks facing out from the shore of a 
large artificial lake. One would be a waterpark, 
another a ski and toboggan slope, another 
a horseback-riding ranch and track, an auto 
racetrack, several hotels, conference centers 
and other attractions. There would also be 
several golf courses, tennis training facilities 
and ferry boats and jet skis crisscrossing the 
artificial lake, bringing visitors up to one cove 
or another, each one leading to a dock or 
landing at the particular theme park there. The 
centerpiece for the project was a giant artificial 
mountain, about 600 feet in height, which, 
as has been done in Dubai, would have in its 
innards a useable year-round slalom skiing 


mountain. And just adjacent there would be a 
little Swiss ski village. 

You probably think I am making this up. But 
I’m not. Ask around. 

In 2010, however, as the country sank 
into repression, and this company was late 
on a $3.9 million payment (which they did 
eventually make), the town board voted to 
end the deal. 

The most recent tenant on the property, in 
a building and hangar alongside the runway 
was Skydive Long Island. They’d take you 
up in their plane and for a fee you'd gently 
jump out of it with a parachute to float back 
down. They were real, a company with a 
national reputation, and Riverhead was glad to 
have them. 

This fall, however, Skydive Long Island closed. 
Ray Maynard, the owner of that operation, 
offered a great tip of the parachute and thank 
you to everyone. He says he’s had a great run, 
but is retiring for health reasons. He also says 
he has sold his 16.3 acres and airplane hangar 
to this new entity, Luminati Aerospace, LLC. 

It has been reported that they will build 
drones. And it’s been reported they may need 
as many as 2,000 workers from the area as 
they move ahead, and that they are being 
backed by a large company, reportedly a 
giant international high-tech company whose 
name cannot be revealed at this time—but 


which is a firm whose name will, I imagine, be. 


very recognizable to everyone when the right 
time comes. Apple? Google? Amazon? It’s 
anybody’s guéss. 


Governor Cuomo has been involved in this. 
Not long ago, he signed a Calverton Enterprise 
Park reuse and revitalization district that 
helped pave the way for this. The Supervisor 
of Riverhead Town, Sean Walter, referring to 
Luminati, says, “we’ve got a lot of exciting 
things coming.” 

Meanwhile, there is now an _ FAA 
application, filed in the second week of 
July, for Luminati Aerospace to receive 
an N-number registration for a_ small 
Sarl gyrocopter. 

And that leads us to an event that happened 
in Sag Harbor a few weeks ago. Around 6 
p.m. on a Tuesday, The Sag Harbor Express 
reported, people walking down Main Street in 
Sag Harbor watched as a small drone helicopter 
about five feet in diameter came sliding down 
sideways from the sky to crash into the side 
of the Sag Harbor Variety Store, shatter, and 
then fall to the sidewalk and burst into flames. 
A local passerby ran into the store 
and came out with a fire extinguisher and 
put it out, and when it flared up, he put 
it out again. The Variety Store suffered 
the loss of several chunks of stucco 
from its facade. 

Soon thereafter, the owner of the drone, a 
man who was in the business of making videos 
of local properties from the air appeared, 
observed the remains of his drone and camera 
there on the sidewalk and helped clean it up. 
He said, according to The Sag Harbor 
Express, that he was done with the flying 
drone business. 4.

& id you know the Hamptons had a witch? 
She lived in colonial times on eastern 
Long Island. And whether she was or was not 
a witch—and she angrily disputed that she 
was—there is little doubt that many people 
thought she was. In fact, a unanimous vote of 
_the East Hampton Town Magistrates in 1657 
formally accused her of being a witch—"having 
a familiarity with Satan” was how they put it. 
And she was tried before the Colonial Court, 
John Winthrop presiding, before the year 
was out. 

The woman was Goody Garlick, she lived in 
East Hampton and she was the busybody wife 
of a carpenter by the name of Joshua. Nobody 
seems to have liked her. And she might have 
lived out her days with nobody aware of that 
fact if the East Hampton Magistrates hadn’t 
held hearings and gathered testimony for five 
weeks that spring. All of this testimony was 
recorded in the Town records which can be 
seen in the Long Island Collection of the East 
Hampton Library and if you go to the trouble to 
read some of these old records you will learn 
that Goody Garlick had a “shrewish tongue,” 
that she was often at Town Meetings “saying

nasty things to me” and commenting before the 
assemblage that so-and-so was behaving in an 
ungodly way and should be punished and that 
it was fortunate for the town that she, Goody 
Garlick, the law abiding citizen, was here to 
report it all. 

Everybody hated her. 


The fact that she was hated, however, did not © 


mean she was a witch. They had other evidence 
for that. 

In February, 1657, the 18 year old daughter 
of Lion Gardiner fell sick. Gardiner was the 
first English settler in the State of New York. 
He was also the most respected man in East 
Hampton at the time because it was he who 
had negotiated with the local Indians allowing 
for the peaceful arrival of the rest of the settlers 
and it was he that served as that town’s first 
provincial Lord Mayor. 

Now, however, he was 60 years old, and in 
his home on Main Street that February day he 
learned that his daughter Elizabeth, who had 
just married a man named Arthur Howell, had 


begun to run a high fever and have chills and 


sweats. She also was speaking out strongly 
against Goody Garlick. 

Gardiner went to see her. She was in her bed 
in the Howell bedroom and there were half a 


dozen people around the bed listening to her 
talk loudly and deliriously about the wife of the 
local carpenter. 

“A witch, a witch, now you come to torture 
me,” she said. “There is a black thing at my 
bed’s feet.” 

Her mother Mary, who also was sick in bed, 
now arrived to see her daughter. 

“I only say three words about you, Goody 
Garlick,” Elizabeth said. 

“Betty, how do you do?” Mary asked. 

“Mother, I am bewitched.” 

“Surely you are dreaming. Who did you see in 
your dream?” 

“It is Goody Garlick. Did you not see her 
by my bedside? She is ready to pull me to 
pieces. She pricked me with pins! She is a 
double-tongued woman. I only said three words 
about her.” 

Lion Gardiner asked that Goody Garlick be 
sent for and she was. However there are no 
records of what was said between Elizabeth 
Gardiner Howell and the real Goody Garlick. 
Whatever it was, apparently, it was nothing 
good. That night, Elizabeth became incoherent 
and four days later she died. 

This was at a time, of course, when there 
were sensational witch (Cont'd on next page)

trials throughout New England, particularly in 
Salem, Massachusetts. The fear of witches 
was in the air. A number of witches were 
convicted and burned at the stake. It was 
not so unusual that the three magistrates 
of East Hampton, after conducting 
hearings for four weeks, decided Garlick 
should go to trial. People testified that Goody 
Garlick had picked up Goody Davis’ child and 
immediately it became sick and, subsequently, 
it died—Goody Garlick asked for and received 
breast milk from Goody Birdsill and the next 
day Goody Birdsill’s milk dried up and her son 
became ill—and on and on. So off they all went 
to Hartford, Connecticut, sailing across Long 
Island Sound under armed guard, until a Jury 
in Colonial Court there, instructed by John 


Winthrop, decided that Goody Garlick may 
have been a bad lot but given the evidence she 
was not a witch.

The acquittal of Goody Garlick in Hartford 
was a considerably sobering experience for 
the residents of East Hampton. Garlick was 
returned to town and was released in her 
husband’s custody. But she continued to be 
shunned and feared. 

Within the year, Lion Gardiner and his wife 
Mary took pity on Goody and Joshua Garlick. 
They built for them a small cottage on Gardiner’s 
Island just off Amagansett and they transported 
them there so the Garlicks could live the rest 
of their days managing the farm that Gardiner 
owned there, which they did. 
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I do wonder what would have happened if 
the Goody Garlick Affair had occurred today. It 
would have come to the attention of the national 
media, which, at first, would probably have 
considered it just one of those “catfights” that 
happen every once in awhile in the Hamptons. 
It might make an item in the Post. Perhaps it 
would get a mention on E! 

When it got put on the docket up in Hartford, 
however, all sorts of other organizations and 
individuals would wade in. There would be 
the Civil Liberties Union backing Goody, there 
would be the Tea Party demanding she be 
sent back to where she came from (England), 
there would be serious articles in the New 
York Times and The Atlantic on the nature of 
witches and how they have changed over the 
years, and there would be accusations that the 
police had roughed her up when she was put 
on the boat for Connecticut, which could easily 
be seen in the surveillance video. She would 
also be secretly recommended for the Witness 
Protection Program by Barack Obama, but 
would refuse. 

When the matter was thrown out in court, 
however, there would be her lawsuit against the 
Town of East Hampton and the Gardiner family. 
There would be a television documentary about 
the affair on the Discovery Channel and a made- 
for-TV movie in which Glenn Close will give a 
riveting performance as Goody resulting in an 
Emmy nomination: 

Meanwhile, Goody will be on the talk show 
circuit, appearing on The O'Reilly Factor, who 
will declare her a liar right to her face. And 
what does she think of that? She will appear on 
Jimmy Fallon and be asked to try to put a spell 
on the audience, and she will smile and scowl 
and close her eyes and ultimately fail to put 
a spell on them, after which Fallon will say, to 
great laughter, this “proves she is not a witch.” 

She will write a book entitled The Bad People 
of East Hampton and it will be on The New York 
Times Best Seller List. 

She will be embraced by the transgender, gay, 
lesbian and cross-dressing community as a fair 
example of what it’s like to be singled out and 
now thank God we don’t have to worry about 
that any more. And she will never be seen in 
East Hampton again, except on weekends in 
the summer when she will be surrounded by 
security wherever she goes. And she will be a 
candidate for President of the United States. i

was almost two years to 
_ the day after the obituary 
| for Brooke’s mother, Teri 
"ee Shields, ran in The New York 

Times. Brooke, who had 
written the obit, was infuriated and saddened 
by the “scathing” copy that was altered without 
her knowledge or approval (according to 
Brooke). The changes painted her mother, 
who was also Brooke’s manager during her 
formative years, in a nasty, negative light. 
- That’s when she decided to write her true 
story of “Teri Terrific” and of their relationship, 
while not glossing over her mother’s serious 
alcoholism. The resulting book, There Was 
a Little Girl, is no Mommie Dearest, Christina 
Crawford’s harrowing memoir of the abuse 
she suffered as the adopted daughter of 
Joan Crawford, but it doesn’t put Lol on a 
pedestal either. 

The memoir continues to draw readers, 
judging by the attendance and the long lines 
at Bridgehampton Library’s Fridays at Five 
summer series. Brooke, who has a house in 
Southampton, was on hand to speak about the 
genesis and content of the book in an interview 
with Kathleen Marshall, the Tony Award- 
winning producer who worked with Brooke 
on Broadway in Wonderful Town. (Kathleen 
is the daughter of Ann Marshall, President of 
Friends of the Library.) Although Brooke spoke 
about her mom pretty much as she does in the 
book, those who attended the event got to see 
an attractive woman, now 50, totally relaxed, 
who handled herself with poise, humor and 
sensitivity. Brooke did, however, well up a 
bit when she spoke about the pain she felt 
from constantly setting up interventions and 
“perpetually hoping” that her mother would 
quit drinking. 

Ambivalence is a theme in the book but 
Brooke also spends time disputing the charges 
frequently leveled against her mother— 
namely, that Teri controlled Brooke’s life, living 
vicariously through her beautiful, compliant 
daughter. It’s often thought that Teri forced 
Brooke into being a baby model, then into posing 
for sexy ads and into taking on sensational 
roles—like playing a child prostitute in Louis 
Malle’s Pretty Baby when she was 11. But Brooke 
insists that Teri was no “Mama Rose,” forcing her 
onstage or before a camera. Certainly, however, 
-Mom was aggressive in taking initiatives and 
following up, setting schedules and even 
managing her daughter’s admission process 
to Princeton (Brooke graduated with honors 
with a degree in French literature). She does 
admit that Teri could be a foul-mouthed verbal 
puncher, a volatile and unpleasant alcoholic 
and a liar. As the narrative moves on in time, 
sadness and anger mix more frequently as 
Teri’s bouts get uglier and more embarrassing. 
Finally dementia sets in. Throughout, however, 
Brooke celebrates her mother’s seductive 
beauty and extraordinary charm and humor

(she once dated Woody Allen, among many 
prominent men). Teri must certainly have 
charmed Francis (Frank) Alexander Shields, Jr., 
a wealthy socialite and businessman with royal 
lineage and deep roots in Southampton. Frank 
Shields, a man nine years Teri’s junior, became 
her husband for a short time and fathered 
Brooke Christa Shields. Teri made sure her 
daughter had a relationship with her father and 
his support for education. Brooke writes fondly 
of her dad and of her step family—her parents 
divorced when Brooke was an infant. 

At the library, Brooke was asked about Pretty 
Baby—“the best movie I’ve ever been in”—and 
responded that she didn’t feel she had been 
scarred, though she said she would not permit

A HAMPTONS CLASSIC, 1912 

104 Egypt Lane, East Hampton 
$6,200,000 

This renovated Egypt Lane classic rests atop a hill overlooking the Egypt 
Lane Village Green in one of East Hampton’s most historic and untouched 
neighborhoods. Enjoy spectacular sunsets while feeling and hearing the Atlan- 
tic Ocean from the covered front porch. Inside, this restored home boasts a 
master suite with its own balcony to view the lush and beautifully landscaped 
backyard on just over half an acre. Four additional bedrooms and three ad- 
ditional baths allow room for family and guests. The professional kitchen, with 
a walk-in butler’s pantry, opens to a dining area, a light-filled great room and a 
formal living area with wood burning fireplace. There is a detached, oversized 
two-car garage and a heated 20’-by-40’ pool to complete the enchanting 
setting—all within walking distance of village beaches, the Duck Pond, village 
shops and the Maidstone Golf Club.

“DEATHTRAP” WINDMILL COTTAGE, C. 1885 
121 & 123 Main Street, East Hampton 
$11,950,000 

A stunning example of 19th century “windmill architecture,” Edward DeR- 
ose’s Windmill Cottage is among East Hampton’s most outstanding historic 
homes. It was brilliantly renovated by Sandy Peabody and decorated by Ar- 
thur Dunnam in 1998, 16 years after making its famous Hollywood debut in 
Sidney Lumet’s 1982 thriller Deathtrap starring Michael Caine and Christopher 
Reeve. The large windmill foyer leads to a living room with beamed ceiling and 
fireplace. It features a semi-circular screened-in porch, south sunroom and 
formal dining room, paneled kitchen, outdoor bluestone terrace and west den, 
along with an extensive master suite with private terrace, dressing rooms and 
luxury bath. A second-story windmill library with sundeck and third-floor wind- 
mill office round out.the main house, while a two-bedroom guesthouse and 
studio building adjoin on a separate 1.4-acre lot. The fabulously manicured 
property includes a 50’ gunite pool, an all-weather tennis court and a three-car 
garage on a total of 3.5 acres with brick garden walls and tall privet. 


WARHOL PLAYGROUND EOTHEN ESTATE, 1930s 
16 Cliff Drive & 8 Old Montauk Highway, Montauk 
$85,000,000 
Just six months after going on the market, a Montauk oceanfront es- 
tate made famous by its former owner, pop artist Andy Warhol, is in contract 
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with art collector Adam Lindemann. The 5.7-acre Eothen estate (above) was 
built in the 1930s by the Church family of the Arm & Hammer Baking Soda 
company. The estate includes a house, four buildable acres with room for poo! 
and tennis, and six cottages. Warhol purchased Eothen in 1971 and welcomed 
many of his famous friends, including Mick Jagger, Keith Richards, Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis and Elizabeth Taylor, to name a few. In 2007, Mickey Drex- 
ler, the CEO of J. Crew, purchased the property for $27 million and began 
extensive renovations under the watchful eye of architect Thierry Despont. It 
was listed in June 2015 for $85 million, though that asking price includes a 
24-acre equestrian property. According to broker Paul Brennan of Douglas 
Elliman Real Estate, Lindemann is in contract to purchase the 5.7-acre estate, 
while the equestrian property remains on the market. “It’s one of the unique 
parcels on the Eastern Seaboard,” Brennan said of Eothen, noting that it is on 
the ocean and next to a 300-acre reserve. Because the estate is pre-existing, 
non-conforming, “You'll never be able to build it again,” he says. Lindemann 
won't have far to move if the sale goes through as planned—he lives just six 
doors away from Eothen. The contract price has not been disclosed. 


1835 HISTORIC CHURCH, NOW A HOME 

48 Madison Street, Sag Harbor 
$23,500,000 

This 13,000-square-foot residence was formerly a Methodist Church. The 
congregation could no longer afford to maintain the aging building, and sold 
it in 2008. The three-story building—with a unique fourth-story bell tower— 
changed hands again since then and underwent a complete renovation by 
Bates Masi + Architects, Lettieri Construction and Gregg Bleam Landscape 
Architects. The renovation maintains the integrity of the church facade while 
adding an impeccable living space with modern amenities inside the enve- 
lope and meticulous and beautiful grounds outside. Sited on half an acre, the 
house has large common rooms with dramatic high ceilings, six bedrooms 
and nine-and-a-half bathrooms. Among the many amenities are an indoor spa 
with steam, sauna and hot tub, a heated gunite pool with a submerged floating 
spa, and a recreation room. 


PARSONS BARN, 1930s 
21 Argyle Lane, East Hampton 
$2,250,000 

The Parsons family served as caretakers for the Gardiner family, of Gardiners 
Island fame. The Parsons Barn, now more than 200 years old, was originally 
used to store supplies before they were shipped to the island. Then in the 
1930s, the barn was converted into a residence. The 2.5-acre lot also includes 
an oversized pool house. A second lot included in this offering is 1.2 acres 
with the potential to be subdivided into two buildable 0.6-acre parcels. 
The next owners will become the fourth family to ever possess the 
storied barn. a

RA: | am trying to tell some lighter and some important stories through my 
producer, coproducer and executive producer roles in various documentary 
films. | am presently working on my sixth doc. The Man Who Saved the World 
shares critical and yet philosophical view about nuclear proliferation and love 
for mankind that is as relevant a message today as it has ever been. 


BTH: Describe your dream listing... 


RA: My dream listing is about the character and nature of the sellers and 
people who trust our judgment and those who let us apply our experience to 
the process. Sellers who wish to micromanage our handling of the job make 
the process much more difficult than it needs to be, and often prolong their 
time on market. 


BTH: What are three key pieces of advice you would offer to every buyer and 
seller in the East End market? 


RA: My advice would be: Find a good agent and be loyal to that agent. Buyers 
and sellers have a very independent approach towards buying/selling homes 
In this secondary home market and don’t often recognize the value that a 
good agent can add. Don’t underestimate the strength a good agent can bring 
to the table both in negotiating the deal and in sharing their intimate knowl- 
edge of the market. a 
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hen your neighbor lists their house for sale, proceed with caution 
and see an attorney immediately if you are presented with an out of 
possession title affidavit or a boundary line agreement. This affidavit 
or agreement is a writing wherein you, as a neighbor, swears, under the penalties 
of perjury, that you do not assert an ownership claim to real estate which has 
been used by you as if it were your own. Meaning, part of the property owned 
by your neighbor in their deed, such as a driveway, fence, shrubs, bulkheading, 
wood chopping area, boat storage, or the like, may have been used by you for a 
period of time sufficient to transfer the ownership to you through legal concepts 
Called either adverse possession or a prescriptive easement. However, the new 
purchaser wants this affidavit or agreernent so you disclaim your ownership 
rights. The property at issue generally concerns some area at or around the 
boundary line between your property and that of your neighbor. Commonly, 
neighbors that need such an affidavit didn’t have their properties’ demarcated 
by surveys, stakes and monuments and as a result, the neighbors just used the 
Property as they saw fit during their existence in harmony as neighbors. Everyone 
got along until one of the neighbors decided to sell their house and now the 
purchaser wants ownership over the entirety of what she is buying, except for the 
problem that you are still using some of her future property as if it is your own. 
So, what happens? A well-intentioned real estate agent is typically sent to get 
the affidavit or agreement signed. The agent is told by one of the transactional 
atiomeys that the deal is going to fall apart unless the agent can get this affidavit 
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signed. So, the real estate agent goes to the neighbor and explains that the 
title insurance company is blocking their neighbor's real estate sale unless this 
stupid affidavit is signed. Then, the salesperson employs a measure of guilt by 
explaining that their nice neighbor needs this document in order to sell their 
house and that this is the only item that is stopping the deal and a nice neighbor 
would sign it. Isn't that the neighborly thing to do? To be clear, neighbors should 
not sign these affidavits or agreements until they speak to their own attorney. 
An out of possession title affidavit expressly waives an ownership right existing 
by way of either of two similar legal concepts called adverse possession or a 
prescriptive easement. These legal concepts manufacture the ownership of real 
estate by use rather than through a deed. In such, an individual has a claim to 
own property by way of adverse possession where four elements have existed 
for 10 continuous years, including that the (1) use was hostile and under a 
claim of right (i.e., infringing on the owner's rights as if its one’s own and without 
the owner's permission); (2) use included actual occupation of the parcel (i.e., 
improving or Cultivating the land or, instead, protecting the land by an enclosure): 
(8) use was Open and notorious (i.e., use creates actual notice to the true owner 
of a hostile claim); and (4) use was exclusive (i.e., holding the land for one’s own 
use and benefit, not for another). In contrast, a prespective easement requires 
all of the same elements except that the use of the property doesn’t need to be 
exclusive and the occupation isn’t required to be actual so such a prescriptive

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ownership as compared to adverse possession. 
However, unlike adverse possession a prescriptive easement only gives a 
right of use, not ownership, over the real estate. Additionally, it’s noted that the 
adverse possession law changed in 2008 and anyone whose claim of use for 
10 continuous years commenced after 1998 will consequently have a different 
legal standard to obtain ownership through adverse possession. For the 10-year 
periods that started after 1998 the element of hostility now requires a reasonable 
belief that the claimant has title to the property and adverse possession cannot 
be established through an intentional trespass onto another's land. Further, the 
actual occupation can no longer include non-structural encroachments such as 
fences or hedges or plantings. 

Regardless, a title affidavit or boundary line agreement waives both of these 
ownership rights (regardless of the year that the use was started) by expressly 
stating on its face (in some variety of the following language) that: “| do not 
own the Strip of Land and that Strio of Land is not included in the deed to my 
property.” Further, it states that such use was “with permission of my neighbor.” 
Lastly, it includes a release of “any right, title, and interest” which may have been 
acquired in the property through the above referenced legal concepts of adverse 
possession and a prescriptive easement. So, why in the world would anyone 
ever sign Such a document? 
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Neighborly is one thing, but giving up your rights without “just 
compensation” is another. There are two options that a neighbor can 
do while maintaining his claim. The first is to simply refuse to sign the 
affidavit or agreement. In this situation the purchaser is not prevented from 
buying the property except where the appraised value of the property 
without the claimed land does not satisfy a lender's terms to issue a loan, 
Yet, beyond this valuation issue, the only effect for a purchaser of an inability 
to obtain the title affidavit or agreement will be that the purchaser's title 
insurance company will refuse to insure that portion of the premises subject 
to the neighbor's ownership claim by way of excluding it from the policy. The 
second option is to force the issue. In this situation, a neighbor can assert their 
ownership claim and negotiate for some right of continual Use or simply Pursue 
the ownership claim to judgment in court. Perhaps the neighbor can settle for an 
easement that expires when the remaining neighbor vacates the premises, This 
can be a win-win scenario for all involved. Notwithstanding these possibilities, 
Hamptonites are advised never to sign these affidavits or agreements without 
first consulting with their attorney. &

Local Boy Scouts Realize Milestones

wo enterprising boy scouts—Aidan 
Vandenburgh and Sam Basel—have entered the 
annals of Southold Town history by volunteering to 
restore the old mile markers along the Main Road as 
their Eagle Scout service project. This year is also the 
town’s 375th Anniversary, giving the Cutchogue-New 
Suffolk Historical Council, which published a booklet 
on the stones back in 1991, reason to sponsor the 
town-wide project. Work will be completed soon. 
Anyone traveling the Main Road between Laurel and 
- Orient Point should keep an eye out for the markers 
which, true to their name, are spaced about every 
mile along the south side of the road. 
Coincidentally, the last in the series (Mile Marker 
#30) is located at Orient Point in a grassy spot 
between the end of Route 25 and Lane One of 
the Cross Sound Ferry. Once puddled in concrete 
for support, the marker now stands upright and 
announces that the distance from there to “Suffolk 
CH” [Court House]—now Riverhead—is “30 M” 
[Miles]. One can only imagine that traveling this 
distance was a greater feat many years ago, and that 
counting off the miles encouraged those traveling by 
stagecoach, horseback or by foot by measuring their 
progress. These relics of a bygone era are timeless 
reminders of a landscape that has changed in many 
ways, but whose rural beauty is still preserved and 
enjoyed by locals and visitors alike. 
But what is the history behind the 24 stone 
mile markers that the Boy Scouts are restoring? 


Legend has it that Benjamin 
Franklin, serving as postmaster 
general to the Northern Colonies, 
supervised their installation in 
1755 as part of his responsibility 
to manage the vast network of 
post roads throughout the region. 
It was supposed that the ever- 
inventive Franklin, who oversaw 
a department that charged for its 
services by the distance the mail 
traveled, was motivated to mark the 
miles that determined the postal 
rates. But recent scholarship has 
shown that Southold Town’s mile 
markers were actually set in 1829 
in response to a New York State 
law. It seems that Southold Town 


complied, while many others did Snodgrass, Basel and Vandenburgh 


not. 
The true origin of the stones 

makes sense, especially since the kind of rock 
from which they were carved—hornblende granite— 
wasn’t quarried until the early 1800s. But the Franklin 
legend lives on, as well it should, reminding us of this 
Founding Father’s many careers and contributions 
to the nation. And Vandenburgh and Basel, working 
under the direction of stone conservator Joel C. 
Snodgrass, have learned to respect both the legend 
and reality of the mile markers. Each measures about 
five feet in length and weighs over 450 pounds. Only 
about two feet of each should appear above the 


surface; the lower portion, three 
feet long and more roughly shaped, 
anchors the stones in place. After 
nearly two centuries, and despite 
numerous automobile strikes, the 
mile markers remain remarkably 
intact. 

Vandenburgh and Basel are 
spending the fall learning and 
implementing stone _ restoration 
techniques as they fulfill the service 
project requirement to achieve 
Eagle Scout rank. Hoisting the heavy 
granite stones from the ground, 
resetting them and occasionally 

relocating them out of harm’s way, 
Sand reattaching broken pieces 
Nwith a special epoxy adhesive 
will occupy their spare time until 
the project’s completion, around 
Thanksgiving. Signs identifying the 
legendary connection of the stones to Benjamin 
Franklin’s legacy will be installed before year’s end, 
marking Southold Town’s commitment to its history 
in this 375th anniversary year. And these two boy 
scouts, in their quest to achieve the rank of Eagle 
Scout, will have created a legacy of their own.

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Steve Hackett Rocks Westhampton Beach

uitar virtuoso Steve Hackett comes to the 

Westhampton Beach Performing Art Center 
on November 8, rocking the audience with a 
mix of material from his Genesis days and his 
flourishing solo career over the course of the 
three-hour show. 

“Music basically keeps me young,” says Hackett 
on the longevity of his career, which took off when 
he joined the English rock band Genesis in 1971, 
contributing his guitar prowess to such albums as 
the acclaimed Foxtrot (1972) and The Lamb Lies 
Down on Broadway (1974). He has since embarked 
on a solo career and is currently in the middle 
of an international tour that begins its US run 
at Westhampton. 

Hackett estimates that he has completed 60 albums 
over his career, including about 25 studio albums. 
As much as he enjoyed being a part of Genesis, 
Hackett has preferred focusing on his solo career. 
“In a group, you really need everyone’s permission 
to move forward,” he says. “I think that people who 
write and care about all the detail and the things 
they do orient toward a solo career because in 
the end, if you really 
care about it, you’ve 
got to have autonomy, 
the ability to get your 
vision across.” 

Hackett created his 
debut solo albulm, 
Voyage of the Acolyte 
in 1975, while still a 
member of Genesis. 
His latest, Wolflight, 
released this past 
March, is one of his 
favorites “because 
the feel of it is so 
cinematic,” Hackett 
| says. “[Ithas a] worldly 
;2 music aspect. It’s got 
/Sas much to do with 
@ = folk music and Arabian 

music and Middle 

Eastern music as it has 

to do with rock, so it’s pretty exotic and diverse,” 
he continues. 

Hackett took to music at an early age, citing his 
father as his biggest influence. “I was trying to be 
like him from the age of 2 onward,” he says. “I was 
trying to play harmonica tunes, and it was my father 
who first introduced me to guitar. He brought me 
one back from Canada in 1958 and I haven’t really 
looked back since. 

“There’s a certain amount of harmonica playing 
in my guitar playing, even now. There’s a certain 
tone I aim for that sounds a little bit like a whiney, 
amplified harmonica that | just adore.” 

Hackett was inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame as a member of Genesis in 2010. However, he 
realized his greatest accomplishment while watching 
John Lennon and violinist Yehudi Menuhin argue 
with each other on a British TV show. “I can’t 
remember what the argument was about, but I’ve 
been lucky to have had the ear of both of them,” he 
says of the two famous musicians. Lennon gave an 
interview in 1973 saying that Genesis was one of the 
bands he was listening to; and Menuhin used one 
of Hackett’s solo songs in a film he was making. “So 
you've got two guys disagreeing violently about the 
things they believe in [on the TV show], and I’ve had 
the ear of both of them, at least for five minutes, and

that is a precious accolade for me, to straddle both 
worlds,” Hackett says. “I’m. lucky. There aren’t too 
many people who get away with that.” 

Hackett has been writing songs since 1969, and he 
keeps ideas and notes in a book that he describes as 
“a gigantic jigsaw filled with all sorts of things that 
are looking for homes. All my ideas are orphaned. 
They’re all looking for parents, looking for families. 
They get joined up later, that’s the plan.” Fulfilling 
that goal, Hackett’s dream is to continue making 
music for the rest of his life. 

“I've been blessed with extraordinary good genes

from my family. I had an uncle who lived until he 
was 108,” Hackett says. His uncle was reported to 
be the oldest ex-service man from the first World 
War. “I hope to still be doing this when I’m his age, 
and | hope it’s a rock show, so I'll probably be deaf 
by then anyway.... Hopefully the fingers will still 
be working!”

utumn yard work is more than just raking 

leaves. The season provides the mild weather 
we need to maintain and winterize our homes.

Some keep their lawns pristine despite the never- 
ending supply of falling leaves, tossing bags to the 
curb every chance they get. Others embrace the 
season’s disheveled nature, letting the leaves lie for 
as long as possible. The disadvantage of the latter 
method is that it potentially endangers your lawn 
with the first snowfall, when compacted leaves 
may damage the turf. But, there are advantages to 
each approach. 

Dan’s Papers “View from the Garden” columnist 
Jeanelle Myers says “I ask the mowers to leave any 
fallen leaves in the garden beds...Food for soil flora 
and fauna is available from plant debris.” Mulch 


your leaves, collect them in your compost pile, and 
spread a thin layer of leaf and grass clippings in 
your flowerbeds. 

GARDEN 

Some keep their flowerbeds clean, the soil 
exposed, and the plants trimmed back for winter. 
Manicured gardens are beautiful, but they require 
extra attention. If you decide to keep your gardens 
spotless, ask your landscaper what nutrient 
options would best benefit your plants. No garden, 
no matter how well trimmed, can thrive if plants 
are starving. 

Other gardeners embrace a wilder look in autumn 
in order to take advantage of the natural nutrients 
of leaf litter. Myers says that the organic materials, 
in addition to feeding your plants, will keep the soil 
warm longer into winter. A thin layer of leaves and 
mulch is ideal. Cut away dead branches and stems, 
especially on perennials, but feel free-to let your 
plants get a little disheveled. If you need an excuse 
for keeping your garden leafy, just tell your friends 
that the undone look is in right now, and you’re going 
for more of a bohemian garden. 


DECKS, PATIOS & PATIO FURNITURE 
Patio furniture should be cleaned. before being 
stored away in the late fall. If they can’t be stored 
inside, place them beneath an overhang or cover 
them in tarps. This will substantially extend the life of 
your patio furniture, especially pieces made of wood. 
All decks and patios should be swept clean of debris. 
Wood decks should be washed down with deck soap. 


If necessary, apply a water sealant. Concrete patios 
should be cared for in a similar fashion, swept and 
washed, and then sealed to avoid winter cracks. Brick 
patios should have any heavy objects removed, and 
joint sand replenished between bricks. Stone patios 
should be weeded and pressure washed. If you are 
concerned about the color fading from bong stones, 
consider staining or sealing them. 


GRILLS 
Grills are fairly low-maintenance when it comes to 
winterizing: A good cleaning and cover are all they 
need. Start up the grill on high heat. While the grates 
are hot, scrape them with a wire brush. If you feel 
your grill requires more cleaning, wait for the grill to 
cool, clean with soapy water, and rinse. Use hot soapy 


water to wash the outside, then cover. Consult your 


grill’s manual to find out if further steps are required. 
If possible, store your grill in a dry location. 


POOLS : 

Begin winterizing your pool by cleaning the 
equipment and cover. Lower the water level of the 
pool before the temperature drops, because water 
expands when it freezes, and can potentially damage 
equipment. Winterizer kits are also vital in ensuring 
your pool will be ready for you on the other side of 
winter. As always, remove leaves, and be sure water 
and filters are free of debris before covering. ga.

“Wowee!” at Momit Ramen in East a

ll summer I'd been hearing tell of the glories 

that awaited me inside Momi Ramen, which 

opened for its first season on the East End in June. | 

was not disappointed. Momi is part of a chainlet-—the 
other Momi is in Miami and is famous for its ramen. 

Don’t just take my word for it, though. Follow the 
ancient Japanese proverb that translates to, “Run, 


don’t walk, to Momi Ramen in East Hampton, one of 


the best restaurants on the East End!” 

My husband and I feasted on fabu dishes—there 
was not one disappointment in the lot. Knowing 
that ramen is all about the tonkotsu (pork and bone 
marrow) broth, | ordered the Veggie Ramen for my 
entrée. Not to be confused with Momi’s two vegan 
ramen entrées, the Veggie Ramen features that 
famous broth over housemade noodles, carrots, 


shitake mushrooms, bamboo shoots and crisp- 
tender cabbage, with half a soy-enriched soft-boiled 
egg floating on top. My first bite was one of those 
gloriously umami-rich mushrooms. Wow. 

Husband’s main dish was the Tan Tan Ramen, 
which features the same basic ramen ingredients with 
the notable addition of garlic and pepper marinated 
minced pork. That pork is magic. Somehow, cut into 
tiny pieces it’s about a thousand times tastier than 
any pork chop. Husband was so full he let me finish 
his amazing, hot-porky broth. 

Of course we worked up to these main delights with 
appetizers including: Tofu Salad—a creamy, chilled 
loaf of soft tofu dappled with sesame seeds and 
served on a bed of delicate wakame seaweed, topped 
with yuzu dressing; Shishito Peppers simply—and 
expertly—prepared with sea salt and lemon. Owner/ 
manager Anita Chen was delighted when 1 commented

that these shishitos were not rubbery like so many in 
other restaurants. She runs a tight ship, insisting on 
doing everything the right way. Next season Momi 
will even start making its own. tofu. Husband also 
sampled the Buta Kimchi appetizer of sautéed pork 
belly with spicy napa cabbage, radish and onions. He 
said he liked it because he likes kimchi. 

This restaurant doesn’t have a kids menu per se. 
Chen pointed out that children’s favorite dishes 
include the Fried Ramen, the Just Ramen in tonkotsu 
broth and the Gyoza, which are pan-fried pork 
and vegetable dumplings, served with housemade 
dipping sauce. It looks like they were a real hit with 
the “small fry.” When we dined at Momi, about half 
the crowd was families with young children. 

The first dining room could be great for a big 
party—with its long communal tables and big-screen 
television. The inner dining room is smaller and 
features smaller tables. So balanced. Even the two 
bathrooms at Momi Ramen are in line. I told Husband 
to be sure to look at the ceiling when he used the 
bathroom (there is a funky-cool constellation of 
implements up there painted lucky red)—but he 
happened to use the bathroom that | had not, and 
commented that his had a nice floor.
